A litile figuring adds the fact 
that the ratio of of these 
eleven states as a whole to that of 
the country at large, which was 
124 per cent. in 1920, is now 13.2 
per cent., the relative increase as 
shown by the above being 21.1 per 
cent. as contrasted with 13.5 per 
cent. for the entire United States. 

The growth in population is of 
course interesting to the motor trade 
in that it offers an increase in the 
number of prospects; but the hard- 
headed business men of the indus- 
try, will, I fancy, want far more to 
know what it has really meant to 
the makers and merchants of the 
trade. This is told to some extent 
in the subjoined table of compara- 
tive new passenger car registrations 
from 1921 to 1927, in which the ratio 
of the elevtn Far Western states 
increased 127.3 per cent., as com- 
pared with a national gain of 117.1 
per cent. 

Incidentally, total passenger car 4 
registrations in the United States in 
1920 were 8,225,859, which showed an 
increase of 12,056,859, or 146.5 per 
cent. m seven years. I am sorry I 
have no 1920 registration figures for 
these eleven Far Western states for 
purpose of comparison, so that the 
six-year comparison wiil have to do.

If you will getp busy with your 
pencil, as I did,-you will see that 
these eleven Far Western states, with 
@ population ratio of but 13.2 per 
cent. to the toval can boast of 18 
per cent. of the passenger car regis- 
trations of the entire nation in 1927. 
This is a registration ratio nearly 
50 per cent. greater than their popu- 
lation ratio, which surely is going 
some. 

You will note, in the above table, 
my attempt to compare the persons 
per passenger car ratios of the Far 
West with those of 1926. They were 
figured out by me as a matter of 
mere curiosity to see what they 
would be on the basis of the govern- 
ment’s July 1, 1928, estimate. 
be frank, they are far from de- 
pendable ratios, calculated as they 
were on a really wrong and unfair

O* frequent occasions The Automotive Daily News has 

had occasion to speak of the rapid increase in the fuel 
tax burdens which are being heaped on the motorists of this 
country. It has been an almost invariable experience that 
where a modest fuel tax of one or two cents per gallon has 
made its appearance in a state, succeeding legislatures have 
increased the amount. Some states now levy five cents per 
gallon on motor fuel. There is not the, slightest reason to 
believe that seven, eight or even ten cents a gallon is outside 
the limits of possibility in some cases. There is no limit to 
the greed of state legislators anxious to get their hands on 
money to spend and unfortunately the fuel tax is easy to 
collect and extremely prolific. 

In a recent Washington dispatch to The Automotive 
Daily News, attention was called to the fact that the fuel 
tax is not the only levy on motorists which is increasing in 
vOiume year by year. In 1927, state motor vehicle taxes 


-~. HitFeased 10 per cent. per vehicle over the figure for 1926. 


Furthermore, while the motor car registrations for the 
country increased 5.6 per cent., the increase in the . total 
amount of special car taxes, excluding personal property 
taxes was 16.1 per cent. 

Just. remember also that alone among transportation 
agencies the motor vehicle is paying wartime excise taxes 
of 3 per cent., amounting to a total of more than $60,000,000 
per annum. 

We doubt that any other industry in history has ever 
had its products and the users of its products so heavily 
taxed as the automotive industry of the present time. If such 
a thing were possible, the stupidity and greed of legislators 
would literally tax the automobile out of practical use by 
the average citizen of this country. 

And the pathetic part of it is that if the car owners of 
this country would unite and use their power at the polls 
it could all be stopped overnight. More than two-thirds 
of the voters of this country are motor vehicle owners. 
A united front by these would scare even the greediest 
legislator out of voting for the next mulecting of the 
motorist that comes up in his particular legislative 


assembly.

Compensation for Use 
Of Highways Idea 
Back of Move

OSTON, March 28.—Complete 
reciprocity among the New 

England states on trucking regu- 
lations was advocated at the re- 
cent meeting of the New England 
Truck Owners Association. Up- 
wards of 200 representatives of 
the association were present at the 
meeting, which also indorsed the 
recent passage by the House of 
Representatives of the two-cent 
gasoline tax advocated by the as- 
sociation. 

Bertram P. Williams, president of 
the association, presided. Among 
the speakers were M. J. Clarke of 
Newton Highlands, W. R. Frederick 
of Belmont, John A. Sweeney of 
Everett, Harry E. Clark and Harry 
C. Goodwin of Cambridge and 
Charles A. Bixby of Watertown, a 
Safety engineer. | 

Regulation as requested by the} 
association was defined as not to 
protect life and limb on the high- 
way, not to preserve roads or to 
prevent damage to them from 
heavy trucks, but to provide license 
fees or compensation for use of the 
roads. It is not a tax measure, 
speakers said 

The purpose is to protect such 
trucks from the competition of other 
common carrier trucks or to protect 
the railroads against competition of 
common carrier trucks on parallel 
highways. The regulation involves, 
also, the question of rates and serv- 
ices. In other words, the delegates 
were told, regulation is of the busi- 
ness of the motor carrier, but dis- 
tinguished from its physical aspects, 
and the prime question is one in- 
volving restriction of competition. 

It was the consensus of opinion 
that care must be exercised in such 
regulations as are passed not to set 
up barriers that will make it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, for railroads 
to avail themselves of this new ve- 
hicle when, either on their own ini- 
tiative or because of public demand, 
they decide to adopt it. In the light 
of facts, there is no necessity or 
public demand for legislation. It 
was also agreed by the association 
that the time has not yet arrived for 
Federal regulation of the common

Contrary to the general belief | 
there are some salesmen who can 
find time, and make an effort, to} 
help the retailer with selling ideas 
and,to really know the items sup- 
plied the retailer. 

. There is one salesman for a job- 
ber in the East who found one of 
his customers long on lighting bulbs. 
This shop would sell a replacement 
bulb if an owner demanded it, but 
like so many shops stocking bulbs 
no effort was made to merchandise 
a lighting service to the car owner. 

Now, this salesman drove a car 
and he had brains enough to know 
that about 99.9 per cent. of the car 
owners wait until something hap- 
pens before they demand a replace- 
ment item. The other one-tenth of 
1 per cent. demand items, says this 
salesman. 

The shop head was a good service 
man, but a weak sister when it 
came to selling anything but repair 
werk and parts. So the jobber’s | 
salesman made his approach on the 
service basis. He first asked why 
the shop head didn’t render a light- 
ing service, and when the prospect 
wanted to know what was meant by | 
the service the salesman spoke some- | 
thing like this:— 


“Why let your customers buy 
their bulbs from the roadside gar- 
age or filling station? Why is it 
that 75 per cent. of the head- 
lights glare or are giving a rotten 
light? Why don’t your customers 
buy bulbs of you? Because you 
hand out a bulb when asked for. | 

“See here, Bill, there’s more to} 
this than just bulbs and focusing. 
What you can do is to sell a light- 
ing service, and that’s a service that | 
is needed and will get across. 

“Suppose you got up the idea of 
selling your customers that you will 
clean the lenses inside and out, 
clean the dirty or tarnished reflec- 
tors. see to it that the drain hole 
is: free and clear, that the wicking 
is'.tight to keep out moisture and 
that the connecters are clean and 
of good contact, and that the bat- 
tery is in good shape ‘and the 
charging rate of the genseator is 
right? And if you added to these 
seven service operations that of 
focusing bulbs you would sell new 
bulbs. 

“You can make up a flat rate 
price on all this work and sell it 

or you can break up the various 
operations into groups. You can 
sell this service if you sell the 
owner on good lights, clean lenses 
and reflectors, etc. You can get 
the time rates by trying out the 
operations on the basis of cost 
plus overhead plus profit. 

“Get up a sign on lighting ser- 
¥ice so that those who come near 
your place will see it, and word the 
sign so people will ask about the 
service. Send out a postal card or 
inclose a letter with your mail. Get 
them in and then show them why 
your service will save them money 
in the long run. And you will be 
able to move a lot of bulbs. And, 
s¢ll them a case of bulbs to carry 
in the car.” 

;But this shop head didn’t get to 
first base right off the bat. The 
jobber’s salesman had to follow up. 
which he did, and after a while Bill 
began to sell bulbs and a lighting 
service.
